DEATH OF DR. T. C. BITTLE. 


End Came Suddenly but Peacefully After 


an Active and Useful Life. 


As briefly stated in the Eagle 
yesterday morning, Dr. T. C. Bit 
tie died of heart failure at bis home 
at Cobego Station Thursday even 
ing at 6:45 o ’clock. 
Dr. 
Bittie 
was born and reared at Salem, 
Roanoke county, Va., and was 64 
years old. 
Fie was educated at 
Roanoke College, Roanoke, 
Va., 
and came to Texas just previous to 
the civil war, during which he was 
an adjutant in the Confederate 
service. He located at Manor after 
the war and was married at that 
place in 1867 to Miss Octavia At­ 
wood, who survives him. 
Dr. Bit­ 
tie engaged in teaching at. 
Manor, 
and still owns a home and 
farm 
there. 
He also taught in Austin 
a number of years, conducting a 
seminary. 
Later he moved 
hack 
to Virginia and taught for some 
time in Roanoke College, his alma 
mater. 
Returning to Texas, he 
again settled at Manor, and 
was 
rector of the Episcopal church at 
Manor, 
Rockdale, 
Bastrop and 
other points. 
Dr. Bittie moved to 
College to accept the chair 
of 
languages some fifteen years ago, 
and has since served continuously 
as professor of languages and chap­ 
lain. 
He leaves a wile and eight 
children, Mr. Guy Bittie of Bryan, 
Prof. Atwood Bittie of Washing­ 
ton, La., 
Prof. Percy 
Bittie of 
Henderson, Tom C. Bittie of the 
City of Mexico, Dr. Frank 
Bittie 
of Texarkana, Mrs. C. C. Todd of 
San Antonio, Cadet George Bittie 
and Miss Helen Bittie of College. 
He also leaves a brother, Mr. Beale 
Bittie of College, and three sisters, 
two of whom are residing in Virgi­ 
nia and one in North Carolina. 
Dr. Bittie was a profound schol­ 
ar. 
His father was a teacher 
be­ 
fore him and two of his sons have 
followed after him 
in the noble 
callings. 
He was also an able and 
consecrated Episcopal 
minister, 
with the degree of Doctor of Di­ 
vinity, and the thousands of young 
men instructed under him had his 
precepts and the example of his 
pure and blameless life. He never 
shirked a duty, and no man was 


more unassuming 
or more 
un­ 
selfish. 
He was esteemed and be 
loved as few men are, and thous­ 
ands of hearts in Texas and else­ 
where will he tilled with 
sadness 
by the 
news of his death. 
He 
labored to the end. 
Death met 
him in the shadows of the evening 
of a busy day, and found him 
ready for the final summons; ready 
to lay aside the frailties of mortali­ 
ty and put on the strength 
and 
beauty of immortality. 
Rt. Rev. George Kingsolving, 
Bishop of Texas, who is a cousin 
of Dr. 
Bittie, will conduct the 
funeral services this morning at 9 
o’clock at the assembly hall at 
College, after which the procession 
will start directly for the Bryan 
cemetery, 
where the 
interment 
will take place about ll o’clock. 


AN EXPERT SHOT. 


Caph Bartlett Demonstrates His Ability 
as a Marksman and Effici ency of 
Peters’ Powder. 
Cupt. George E. 
Bartlett the 
“marvelous marksman,” gave a 
fine exhibition in Bryan yesterday 
morning. 
Captain Bartlett is a promoter 
of shooting, and is employed 
by 
Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co., 
of Chicago, and the Peters Cart­ 
ridge Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio, to 
to visit gun clubs and show 
the 
.•.hooters what can 
he done with 
first-class ammunition, and 
he 
certainly fills the bill. 
He shot all 
manner of ways and demonstrated 
fully the many superior points of 
Peters’ cartridges, both with shot­ 
gun and different calibre rifles. 
His introductory shots were made 
with a 30-30 rifle. 
With this rifle 
the captain made duet of pieces of 
brick thrown high in the air. Then 
came the great test of high velocity 
and excessive penetration. 
Four 
peices of ^ inch boiler plate steel, 
inches square, were thrown in 
the air and promptly 
punctured, 
the cartridge being what is known 
as a soft nose or mushroom bullet. 
These cartridges fit any 30-30 rifle 
perfectly and are loaded 
with ‘29 
grains of special sporting military 
smokeless powder, made especially 
for this cartridge and they have a 
velocity of 2000 feet per second. 
With a Stevens Ideal rifle 32-20 
he did some pretty work at looking 
glass shooting, breaking 
small 
pieces of brick by reflections of a 
small pocket mirror and holding 
the rifle in all manner of positions 
and angles. 
With a 2‘2-calibre 
rifle he shot showers of 
small 
peices of brick about the size of a 
walnut that were thrown in the 
air in rapid succession. 
He shot 
200 shots out of this rifle without

New Orleans, Ort. 27. 
At the end af 
nine strenuous hours of various e n te r­ 
tainm ent 
in 
New' 
Orleans, 
which 
brought his exceptionally pleasant trip 
through the south to a clone, President 
Roosevelt 
at 6:30 o'clock 
T hursday 
night boarded the lighthouse tender 
Magnolia and began the first stage of 
his return Journey to the national c a p ­ 
ital. 


The president’s reception was a sig­ 
nal testimonial of popular esteem and 
of grateful recognition of the service 
which he had rendered the city in her 
period of distress. 
New Orleans re­ 
membered not only that the president 
had acted with charact! ristlc prom pt­ 
ness when asked to put the Federal 
surgeons In charge of the fever strug­ 
gle. but th at throughout the fight he 
had sustained the people of the strick­ 
en city with expressions of unfailing 
siym pathy, and when a large share of 
the public opinion of the country op­ 
posed hic venturing Into New Orleans. 
with the fever still prevalent, he re­ 
fused to consider the elem ent of per­ 
sonal danger and declared his purpose 
to keep the promise he made when he 
accepted 
the 
original 
Invitation 
to 
come. 
Probably for the first tim e in his 
public career the president w-as com ­ 
pelled to abandon a public address be­ 
fore he got well started on it. 
The 
crowd Jammed St. Charles street from 
the property line to property line all 
the way from Poydras to N orth str, ’t. 
and It spread over Lafayette square a l­ 
most from St. Charles to Cump streets. 
Probably GO,OOO people were gathered 
In and around the stand from whic h 
the president was to have delivered his 
address. 
Wh«n the president decided 
to abandon his effort he shouted to the 
throng to go home and be good citi­ 
zens and then disappeared into the 
m ayor’s parlors well nigh exhausted, 
To those about him he expressed him ­ 
self as Intensely pleased with the dem ­ 
onstration in his honor, which was far 
beyond his expectations. 
Never before 
was such a crowd seen here. 
The moment the president was rec­ 
ognised a trem endous cheer went up 
and the crowd, densely pacuked as it 
was, surged forw ard and threatened 
to crush in part of the g rin d stand. 
The president realized th at un accident 
w as Imminent, and lf the crowd was 
not soon dispersed there m ight be s e ­ 
rious trouble. 
He urg 'd M ayor Behr- 
m an to Introduce 
him 
Immediately. 
which was done simply, though the 
m ayor's voice w as drowned in the h u b ­ 
bub. 
The president climbed upon the 
railing before which he was to speak, 
supported by the mayor, though he 
kept his balance admirably. 
H e W’aved his hand to the crowd and 
the enthusiasm broke forth with re ­ 
doubled vigor. 
Ile urged the crowd to 
keep still and called their attention to 
the fact that m any women were caught 
In the jam and m ight be injured. Each 
utterance of his though unheard by the 
m ass of hum anity, evoked a cheer and 
a waving of handkerchiefs and p a r a ­ 
sols, and then the president tried to 
deliver a short speech. 
It w as im pos­ 
sible and he realized the futility of it. 
“There seems to be two or three 
people In the street.” he started, when 
a voice Interrupted with the question. 
“Did you have this crowd In Little 
Rock?” 
“T h a t’s all right,” answ ered the p re s­ 
ident. 
“S tay right there now,” he a d d ­ 
ed, addressing the crowd which w as 
beyond control. 
The m ayor attem pted 
to secure silence and the president be­ 
gan again. 
“My fellow countrym en; give me a 
chance,” w hereat there was a trem en ­ 
dous roar of applause 
and a 
voice 
shouted: “We give you one, and we will 
give you another.” 
The ovation given to the president 
throughout the parade surpassed a n y ­ 
thing of its kind ever seen here. There 
w as scarcely a m om ent when the p re s­ 
ident retained his seat in the carriage. 
For two miles he stood bowing e n th u si­ 
astically to the cheering throng. 
The climax of the day’s e n te rta in ­ 
m ent w as the luncheon, which sta rte d 
shortly after 3 o’clock, and w as p ro ­ 
longed fifteen minute* beyond the time 
set for Its as a result of the continuous 
ovation given to the president.

president sat beneath the Pelican state 
flag. 
T h° address w as almost conver­ 
sational in character and almost chief­ 
ly local in tone.

Blanchard or Mayor Behim an, the r e f­ 
erence being to the efforts th at were 
made to dissuade him a visit at this 
time, his assertion th at he never said 
anything to an audience simply to 
please them, w'hen he did not feel it, 
his assurance th a t the care of the lev­ 
ees w as a national necessity and the 
P a n a m a canal was to be built speedily, 
surely and well, his tribute to the h ero ­ 
ism of those who had been active In 
the fever fight and finally his a n ­ 
nouncement that, a t the request of the 
governor and the mayor, he had decid­ 
ed to keep Dr. W hite here as long as 
he m ight be needed, all brought from 
the audience expressions of the most 
Intense enthusiasm. 
W hen the president concluded 
he 
was again heartily cheered. There were 
repeated calls for Dr. White, who spoke 
briefly.
